keep Ihea alway* clean, and to b« 
more careful of them thaa of fold 
and precious stones. 


An earthenware slab i* the 
first 


thing needful. Sometime* there are 
old platter tray* which are perforat- 
ed, or even, with small pieces, the in- 
*ide of an earthenware butter dUh 
would do. Whatever is used first gel 
your slab. U should be. accordin; 
to rule, eight to ten inches s^nare. 
and pierced with small holes about an 
Inch apart. Tbe ceit requirement 1s 
a piece of book muslin or bobbinet 
large enongh to cover tbe slab, and 
tie securely in tbe back. To make this 
possible, the material Is hemmed all 
around and a double tape run through 
tbe hem, by means of which U is 
drawn up. 
»xt take tbe lace and fold U quite 


small, place it on the slab and cover 
it smoothly with the muslin or bob- 
biart; p-all snugly over the lace and tie 
it in the back. An earthenware tnb, 
or one of tnrtal. should be used for 
washing, and into this pour a gallon 
of cold water, to which three ounces 
of snap have been added. If it is pos- 
sible to allow tbe time, the lace shoold 
soak in this water for K hour*. Be- 
fore taking it out it must be wasbet! 
with the palm of the hand for at least 
five minutes. Then it poes into a tul 
of perfectly rlcan water, acd is washed 
ia tbe same way for tvio minutes. 


noiling is the neit process, and a 


copper boiler should be n«ed. A gal 
[en of water, in which four ounces o 
soap have been dissolved i* poure* 
over this, and the lace is allowed to 
boil for two hor-.rs at least. Again 
the slab is placed In tbe tub. and ove 
It Is poured a pallon of hot but no 
boiling water, in which have been 
dissolved two ounces of soap, the 1 
being agaia washed with the palm o 
the hand as before. 


Now take the lace from the slab 


reverse It without unfolding, replac 
on the slab, cover with the muslin, ti 
tightly with the tapes at the bar] 
and wash at least five minutes wit 
tbe palra of the hand. Put again i 
a tub of clean cold water and was
